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COURT REFUSAL 
OF NEW RUDISILL 
TRIAL IS UPHELD 


T he opinion of Jud g e W. C. Sheely 
in A dam s county co u rt last A ugust 
refusing a new tria l in th e $25,000 
dam age action by M rs. L ottie K 
Rudisill, L ittlestow n R. D., against 
H enry Cordes, W ast Lincoln avenue, 
w as sustained in an opinion handed 
dow n W ednesday in P ittsb u rg h by 
Justice George W. M axey of the 
Pennsylvania Suprem e court, 
A jury in A dam s county co u rt on 
Novem ber 18 1937. refused to aw ard 
an y dam ages to M rs. R udisill for 
th e death of her husband. Jo h n Z. 
R u d isiiir a L ittlestow n ru ra l m at! 
carrier, and retu rn ed a verdict in 
favor of Mr. Cordes. 
Accident Occurred in 1936 
A motion for a new tria l w as filed 
im m ediately by K eith and Bigham , 
Esqs., representing M rs. R udisill. E. 
V Bulleit, Esq.. Is atto rn ey for Mr. 
Cordes. T he m otion was argued and 
on August G of last year Judge Sheely 
handed down a 10-page opinion re­ 
fusing th e m otion. 
T h en th e case 
was carried directly to th e S uprem e 
court w here it was argued Ja n u a ry 
18. 
T h e accident on w hich th e suit 
w as based occurred on th e m orning 
oi 
February 5, 1936, on th e ice- 
covered G ettysburg-LlttJestow n road. 
Mr. Rudisill h ad stopped in fro n t 
of th e hom e of Sam uel Y oung and 
w as m aking his way along his car 
tow ard th e Young m all box w hen 
th e Cordes m achine skidded Into 
him . pinning him ag ain st h is own 
m achine. He died la ter in th e W ar­ 
n e r hospital. 
T he basis for th e m ove for the 
new trial and for th e appeal to the 
high sta te court w as a sta te m en t 
oLJfrudisilL testified to d uring th e 
trial by C harles L ittle, a defense 
w itness. 
He quoted R udisill as say­ 
ing in th e Young house im m ediately 
a fte r th e m ishap: “A ccidents will 
happen. 
T h is m an < Cordes I could 
not help It " 
T h a t testim ony was 
adm itted by Judge S heely over th e 
objections of plaintiff law yers who 
claim ed th e court h ad erred In th a t 
^ ruling. 
Court’* Conclusion 
In upholding Judge S h eely's posi­ 
tion on th a t point. Justice M axey 
quoted several sections of th e county 
ju d g e’s opinion an d concluded: 
“T he declaration in question was 
com petent in substance. A lthough it 
was 'hearsay' it was adm issable be­ 
cause it w as a declaratio n against 
interest and was received for a p ro­ 
per legal purpose, to wit. th e c o n tra ­ 
diction or negation of th e plaintiff's 
assertion of a cause of action ag ain st 
Ute defendant.” 
D uring th e trial both defense and 
plaintiff witnesses agreed th a t the 
Cordes car was n o t traveling m ore 
th a n 15 m iles an ho u r w hen th e a c ­ 
cident occurred

FIRE DESTROYS 
A. 0. STAUB BARN 
IN OXFORD TWP. 


The New Oxford com m unity ex­ 
perienced Its second serious fire in 
six days this morning when flames 
destroyed the large bank barn on 
the Ambrose O. Staub farm in Ox­ 
ford township, two miles north of 
New Oxford, with a loss estim ated 
by Fire Chief Allen B rash ea r at 
about $5,000. The cause of the blaze 
was unknown. 
Last 
Saturday 
afternoon 
fire 
levelled the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Harvey Slagle, near New Oxford in 
Mt. Pleasant township, w ith a $3,- 
000 loss. 
A defective chim ney was 
blamed lor that fire. 
At about 7:30 o’clock this morn­ 
ing Mr. Staub discovered the blaze 
bursting from the upper section of 
one end of the barn where straw 
was stored. 
He had gone to a field 
of the farm with a load of manure 
and when he turned back toward 
the buildings he saw the flames. 
Prevent Spread of Flam es 
New Oxford firemen received the 
call from a neighbor’s telephone at 
7:40 o’clock and rushed to the Staub 
farm with their new fire engine. A 
sufficient supply of water was fur­ 
nished by a well at the buildings to 
keep the flames under control and 
prevent them from 
spreading to 
nearby buildings and the dwelling 
house. 
A call also was sent to the 
Abbottstown company in the fear 
that it might becomes necessary to 
lay hose to Conewago creek about 
an eighth of a mile from the blaz­ 
ing bam. That company responded 
but the well's supply of water was 
adequate. 
Livestock, which was in the bam 
when the flames were discovered, 
was rescued and several pieces of 
machinery were saved while others 
that could not be removed were de­ 
stroyed, 
A considerable 
quantity 
of hay and straw was stored in the 
bam . 
The structure, one of the finest in 
that section of the country, m eas­ 
ured about 80x50 feet. 
It recently 
had been re-painted.

said his loss was covered partly by 
insurance.

Washington. March 23 
(AP).— 
After a seesaw two-year battle, the 
Roosevelt administration added a 
broad government re-organization 
program today to its list of congres­ 
sional victories. 
Only adjustment of minor differ­ 
ences in the house and senate .meas­ 
ures will be required before the leg­ 
islation can go to the White House. 
The President, nevertheless, did 
not get as complete authority for re­ 
shuffling federal agencies as he orig­ 
inally asked. 
In order to prevent 
a repetition of last year’s house de­ 
feat, the bill was stripped of nearly 
every controversial feature. 
As approved by the senate Wed­ 
nesday 63 to 23. the legislation pro­ 
vides: 
1. The President can re-organize, 
consolidate or abolish most admin­ 
istrative agencies by executive order. 
The orders would become effective 
after 60 days unless both house and 
senate voted disapproval. 
2. Debate on proposals to disap­ 
prove presidential orders would be 
limited to 20 hours in each chamber. 
3. If he ordered abolition of any 
agency, the President would have to 
arrange for the transfer of all its 
functions to some other agency. 
4. The President can appoint six 
administrative assistants at salaries 
not to exceed $10,000 a year.

The senate passed the bill after 
administration forces succeeded in 
getting the chamber to reverse itself 
and throw out an amendment by 
Senator Wheeler (D-Mont), which 
would have required specific con­ 
gressional approval of presidential 
re-organization orders. 
On the final vote the only demo­ 
crats opposing tile bill were Senators 
Gerry, of Rhode Island; King, of 
Utah, and Tydings, of Maryland. 
The only republicans supporting it 
were Reed, of Kansas, and Taft, of 
Ohio. 
Mr. Roosevelt has not disclosed 
his specific plans for revamping fed­ 
eral 
bureaus, 
but administration 
leaders have said that first atten­ 
tion probably would be given to 
agencies which are duplicating each 
other’s work. 
Some 130 departments and com­ 
missions would be subject to re­ 
vision. The bill exempts 16 agencies 
largely of a quasi-judicial nature, 
such as the Interstate Commerce 
commission. 
Aside from the senate controversy 
over the Wheeler amendment, the 
legislation went through both cham­ 
bers with comparative ease, in con­ 
trast with the nationwide argument 
which it aroused last year. At that 
time opponents declared it gave the 
President dictatorial powers, and 
the house subsequently shelved the 
bill after the senate had approved it.

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COLONY HOUSES 
TERMED BESTFOR 
RAISING CHICKS 


Because 
of 
the 
comparatively 
small number of chicks raised, the 
individual colony brooding house is 
best suited for brooding chicks on 
most Adams county 
farms, says 
County Agent M. T. Hartman. 
Colony houses can be moved from 
one place to another very easily, 
making it possible to grow the chicks 
Aon clean ground. 
By placing them 
at considerable distance from the 
,/ mature flock, the danger of spread­ 
ing diseases from the mature birds 
to the growing stock is kept at a 
minimum. 
“On farms where such ailments as 
cholera, bronchitis, laryngotracheitis, 
and paralysis have gained a foot­ 
hold, the young stock should not be 
grown in the same building or even 
near the old birds,” he maintains. 
“The colony house is one of the best 
pieces of equipment for preventing 
poultry diseases and growing healthy 
pullets.” 
On mast farms, houses IO by 12 
feet have proved most .satisfactory. 
A good team of horses, a truck, or 
tractor has enough power to move 
them, and they do not strain and 
rack as much as iarger houses. The 
type of brooder or stove and the 
number of chicks to be reared must 
also be taken 
into consideration 
when planning the size of the house 
Hard coal, soft coal, wood, oil. gas 
and 
electricity 
are the principal 
sources of heat. 
With coal and 
wood burners a certain amount of 
fuel must be kept burning to keep 
the Are alive. A house smaller than 
IO by 12 feet is not practical for 
wood or coal because the heat can­ 
not be kept down during the milder 
weather even when the fire is idling. 
Gas, oil and electric heat can be kept 
alive and yet generate little or no 
heat. 
Brooders so heated are best 
for small houses and can also be 
used in the large ones. 
“The 
maximum 
capacity of a 
house Is about 
three 
chicks per 
square foot. 
Up to 350 can be 
brooded in a IO by 12 house,” says 
Hartman. With this number, chicks 
.should either get out of doors by 
the time they are two or three weeks 
old or the cockerels be removed to 
provide more room for the develop­ 
ing pullets. 
A practice often fol­ 
lowed is to place 250 chTcks tn a IO 
by 12 house for winter brooding 
when they must be kept indoors, and 
33!) for spring brooding ”

Detective 
Samuel S Riccardi. announced he 
had inform ation covering deaths ten | 
years back and would start sw ear­ 
ing out 
affidavits and exhum ing 
bodies” today.

“There are 70 known victims of 
the poison ring so far." he said 
"We will exhume 70 bodies and issue 
70 w arrants, Tire boys are all re adj 
with the picks and shovels." 
Petriilo, described by Riccardi as , 
a "ringleader” was convicted only 
of the m urder of Ferdinand Alfonso | 
38. 
He was the first to go on trial 
of five persons accused of participa- 
lion in a conspiracy to poison per- ! 
sons in Pennsylvania, New York and 
New Jersey. The finding of the jury 
of five men and seven women carried 
a m andatory sentence of death in 
the electric chair. 
Commenting on the verdict, Judge 
H arry S. McDevitt said "the evi­ 
dence produced here was only the 
scratching of the surface.’ 
"There will be scores and scores 
of other unfortunates who were put 
to death by this group of assassins,” 
he told the jury. “‘And it is only by 
such verdicts as you have reached 
th a t we can ever hope to break the 
back of this mad quest for money " 
As the bald, stolid defendant was 
led past the jury box, he cursed the 
jurors and struck at the foreman, 
Mrs. M argaret Skeen. 
His face expressionless, Petriilo 
had stood calmly when the verdict 
was announced. He sat down as the 
Jury was polled, the jurors one by 
one answering: “Guilty in the first 
degree . . . death.” 
As the case went to the jury the 
judge summoned another man and 
a woman to the bench and held 
them without bail for grand jury 
action on charges of murder, volun­ 
tary and involuntary m anslaughter, 
conspiracy to cheat and defraud and 
conspiracy to commit murder. 
The two are Paul Petriilo, Her­ 
m an’s cousin, and Mrs. Susie Di 
M artino, widow of a
